MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF TNE WATER USERS
OF THE BEAVER RIVER SYSTEM

Held February 7, 1961

Pursuant to notice given by the State Engineer of the State of
Utah, a meeting of the water users of the Beaver River System was
held at the County Courthouse in Beaver City, Utah, at 10:30 A.M.
of this date. Those present are shown on Exhibit i attached hereto.

Present from the State Engineer's office were: Donald C.
Norseth, Distribution “ngineer; Frank Reese, Business Manager;
T. Vinton Smith and Clarence Erickson,

Mr. Morseth called the meeting to arder and exvlained that
the purpose thereof .as to adept & budzet for the systexr for the
coming year snd to reco-mens o the St-ote ~hgineer a -ater Commissioner
for 1G6l. ie also read n tater foracast for 1961 shs' ing the runoff
of the Tagver River 1 ie 97 .r the l4-ysar rnormal. He discussed
the 107 venalty on ce.inquent assessments &nd proposed that the
penaity be levied agz:: :ais Year. He t'en turned the meeting over
to Chairman Yardley. _

The minutes of the Water Users and of the Water Users! Committee ¢
for 1960 were read. The items budgeted for social segurity and |
Miscellaneous were corrected to read $90.00 and $30,00, respeotively,

It was moved by J. Albert Muir that the minutes as corrected be
approved. The motion was seconded by Earl Smith and passed unanimously.

Mr. Frank Reese gave his annual financial report of the Bea
River System, showing among other things, total receipts for 1
of $4,434.60, balance on hand st the be nning of the year of
$2,379.95, eaditures of $3,849,.70, bills payable $30.00, leaving
a ba ance of 32,934.85. He reported that there were alse eighteen
delinqueat acsounts totaling $517.35. Stanley MeXnight requested
Shat the delinquent accounts be reported to show hew mueh was
delinquent assessments and heow Buch was penalties. Mr, Reese stated
he would do se in the future. It was moved A. J. Low shat the
report be approved. The motion was seconded Joha Ashwersh and
passed usly. .

Mr. Lee Strong gave his annual report as water commissioner
showing present snow and water Reasurements on the water shed, ‘ho
amounts of water in the Beaver River and amounts deliversd to the
various ditehes during 1960. He alse made recommendations thas
oertain ditches should install new weirs or headgates or both before
April 1st. It was moved by J. Albert Nuir, seconded by Stanley
MeKnight and passed unanimously that the report be approved,

Chairman Yardley called for nominations for a water commissioner
to be recommended g0 the State En neer for appofntaeat. The
application of Lee Strong was read. Robert ¢ stiansen neminated
Lee Strong. The nomination was seconded by Stanley MeXnight. There /
being no her nominations and it being put te a vote, Lee Strong (
was olected by acelamation. e )

Nominations were called for five committes members. Ae Jo Low

asked for information as to how committee members were elected.
From the diseussion that followhd, it appeared that aembers had

chosen geographically. However, no one knew of by-laws eovering
the matter, or just how members were chosen. Mr. Low moved that
& esmmittes be appointed to investigate whether or not there were
by-laws toushing on the matter, and if mone eould be found, teo drefy
some. The motion was seconded by Albert Muir and passed, :
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Rebers Christiansen meved shat she preseat esmmittes, namely, |
Yallaee D. Yardley and Jehn O. ¥hise of Deaver; Amass Bartea of |
Oreeaville; and 8 NeXnight and Wm. H, Woeod of Ninersville,
be re-slested. The oh. vas seeonded by Shelden Rederts and en
being put $0 vete was passed umanimously.

The proposed budget adopted earlier by the Committes wvas
gmmd to the Vater Users for approval. It was meved by Clark
mith that the propesed dbudget de approved. The motion was seeonded
by As Jo Low and passed umanimously. It was moved by Stanley
MeKknight that the State Engrouor be authorized to levy assescments
on the system to raise $3,000,00 and thet the talaase of §1,000,00
be drava from the reserves of the system. The motion was seesaded
by Joha G. White and unamimously passed.

Earl T, S8aith raised the question of less of water by the
Telluride Power C along the company's flewGline in the Beaver
Canyen and requested that the representatives of the Stase Ingineer's
office ride upon the ¢anyon and see for themsslves the seriousasss eof
the situation. Several other members talked on the questica., Mr.
Noerseth stated he thought it was a problem for the Water Users'
Committee and ot for the State Engineer, and that the Water Users!
Committes should eontast fhe Telluride §anr Company to see whas
eould be done about it. “e agreed that he would try te arrange
time to look the situation over. :
